The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  founded  Wake  Forest  Institute  on  Febru- 
ary 3,  1834  and  named  Samuel  Wait  as  the  princi- 
pal. The  school  began  on  the  plantation  of  Calvin 
Jones  which  lay  in  Wake  Count)',  North  Carolina, 
near  where  the  village  of  Wake  Forest  later  devel- 
oped. The  school  was  rechartered  in  1834  as  Wake 
Forest  College,  and  remained  exclusively  a  college 
I  of  liberal  arts  for  men  until  1894.  During  that  year, 
I  Wake  established  the  School  of  Law,  and  followed 
I  with  a  School  of  Medicine  in  1902,  a  Division  of 
Graduate  Studies  in  1961,  and  a  School  of  Business 


Administration  in  1948  (which  was 
replaced  by  the  Babcock  Graduate 
School  ot  Management  in  1969). 
Finally  in  1942,  Wake  Forest  admitted 
women  as  undergraduate  students. 

The  trustees  of  Wake  Forest 
College  accepted  a  proposal  by  the  Z. 
Smith  Reynolds  Foundation  to  relocate 
the  College  to  Winston-Salem  in  1946. 
The  late  Charles  H.  Babcock  and  his 
wife,  the  late  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock, 
contributed  the  campus  site,  while  the 
necessary  building  fijnds  were  received 
from  many  other  sources.  Between 
1952  and  1956,  the  first  fourteen 
buildings  were  erected  in  Georgian 
style  on  the  campus.  In  1956,  the 
College  moved  all  operations  to  the 
Winston-Salem  site  and  left  the  122- 
vear-old  campus  in  the  town  of  Wake 
Forest  to  the  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary. 

In  1967,  the  College's  aug- 
mented character  was  recognized  by  the 
change  in  its  name  to  Wake  Forest 
Universit)'.  Today,  enrollment  in  all 
schools  of  the  University  stands  at  over 
5,000,  including  approximately  3,600 
undergraduate  students.  In  addition, 
the  undergraduate  students  represent  all 
50  states  and  29  different  countries, 
with  a  nearly  equal  distribution  of  men 
and  women.

During  its  23  year  history,  the  Wake  Forest  Cardiac  Rehabilitation  program 
has  proudly  helped  over  2000  patients.  The  success  Wake's  rehab  program  has 
made  it  a  model  tor  similar  programs  throughout  North  Carolina. 


Dr.  Henry  Miller,  cardiologist,  and  Dr.  Paul  Ribisl,  the  current  chairman  of  the 
Health  and  Sports  Science  Department,  created  the  cardiac  rehabilitation  program  at 
Wake  Forest  in  1975.  With  the  aid  of  a  grant  funded  by  the  American  Heart  Associa- 
tion, the  two  were  able  to  create  a  program  designed  to  help  rehabilitate  patients  with  a 
history  of  cardiovascular  surgeries,  heart  failure,  myocardial  infarction,  argina  pectoris, 
and  other  coronary  ailments.  Participants  are  admitted  to  the  program  by  referral  from 
their  physician.  Upon  admission,  participants  undergo  a  multidiscipUnary  assessment  to 
identifv  specific  areas  to  be  addressed  in  the  rehabilitation  process.  The  current  director 
of  the  program.  Dr.  Peter  Brubaker,  explains  that  the  patients  learn  to  strengthen  their 
cardiovascular  system  by  exercising,  improving  their  diet,  reducing  their  stress  and 
quitting  unhealthy  habits  such  as  smoking. 

There  are  currenriy  14  graduate  assistants  from  the  HES  Department  and  10  to 

15  undergraduate  students  who  volunteer  their  mornings  to  help  these  patients.  In 

addition,  some  undergraduates  have  the  option  of  receiving  credit  tor  the  work  they 

perform  in  the  program.

These  nunibeis  arc  an  increase  over  last  year, 
when  blacks  made  up  only  six  percent  of  the 
lieshman  class  and  minorities  were  ten  per- 
cent. Many  students  still  acknowledge  a  lack 
oI'diNersity  at  the  univeisity,  bin  for  many 
freslinieii,  this  issue  was  not  important  in  the 
decision  lo  come. 

"1  read  in  college  books  about  (the  lack  ol 
divcisitvl,  but  it  doesn't  really  matter  lo  me. 
If  everyone  here  is  the  same,  then  I'm  like 
everyone  else  and  I  Hi  in  just  fine,"  said 
Hiilbach. 

The  class  was  chosen  I'rom  6,637  appli- 
cants, which  is  a  record  number.  An  esti- 
mated total  of  .1,67.5  underguidnales  will  at- 
tend the  university  this  fall,  and  the  relatively 
small  si/e  of  the  university  was  an  allraclioii 
to  many  students.  Geoff  Caligan  from 
I  lerndou,  Va.  said  the  small  si/c  was  one  of 
the  main  factors  in  his  decision  to  come  to  the 
university.
